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DISTRICT COUNCIL NOTES 


The finance committee agreed to set the District Council rate at 
13p in the £. The General Purposes Committee allocated a grant 

of £200 towards a feasibility study for the proposed Arts Centre 
at Swavesey Village College. 


Mr. Munds of Stansted Airport gave a very interesting presentation 
at the last planning meeting, the facts and figures of the 
proposed expansion are as follows. The passenger traffic will 
increase up to 8 million by 1995 with work.on the new terminal 
starting this spring. If expansion were to be increased to 15 
million this would necessitate it being taken back and debated in 
Parliament. The proposed building programme sis scheduled for 
completion and to be opperational by 1990. There will be 
improved road and rail_.links including a rail link to Cambridge 
and the north. Anticipated increase in employment is up to 3000 
by 1990 and 12000° by 1995. This will result in approx 3000-4000 
new homes being required. It is not envisaged that there will be 
much over flying in the south Cambridgeshire area and the 
proposed stacking area would be over Barkway Beacon.

“Pear Resident, 


Is the street or footpath light in your road working? A number of 
complaints have been received about lights which have been out of 
order for some time. The situation is that the County Council through 
its Direct Labour Organisation maintains both County Council and 
District Council lights visiting the area every 2 weeks in Winter and 
3 weeks in Summer to check for faults which are then rectified in the 
following 2 or 3 week period. If the light near your house goes out 
you can speed the repair process by contacting me with, if possible, 
the letters and numbers you will find on the lamp post so that I can 
pass the information on to the street Lighting Department.

The Chairman announced with great regret the death of Councillor

Tree felling in the Village Park 
The Clerk reported that this work was now in hand. The Anglian 
Water Authority have agreed to make a donation towards the cost of 
replacement trees of a more suitable variety, and the County 
Council will advise on the purchase of these. Mr. Binge hopes to 
be able to use some of the timber from the felled trees to 
construct play equipment.
